WANT AND PLENTY 
PARADOX OF LIFE 


Society Geared for Mass Production, 
Not Number of Dollars But Who 
Receives Them 


(By Philip F. LaFollette) 


Until and unless the basic cause of 
the economic crisis is removed, West- 
ern civiliaztion will continue to move 
toward disintergration. During the 
World War millions of men _ were 
withdrawn from farm, factory, trans- 
portation and shop. The _ western 
world had to supply them with the 
enormous quantities of goods they 
required, and the demand thus put 
upon our production and transporta- 
tion system was met by the introduc- 
tion of new, and the speeding up of 
existing machines on the farm and in 
the factory. 

When the end of the World War 
suddenly stopped the extraordinary 
demand for agricultural and indus- 
trial products, we could either have 
increased the standard of living to 
enable people in peace-time to use 
and consume the expanded productiv- 
ity, or junked the war-time expan- 
sion of farm and factory to allow the 
system and the people to return to 
the standard of 1914. We did neither. 
Instead, we embarked on _ policies 
which widened the breech between 
ability to consume and the capacity 
to produce. 

Today the basic maladjustment of 
our economic machinery continues to 
grow worse. In a machine age the im- 
portant balance is between capacity 
to produce and ability to consume. 
When the former gets far ahead of 
the latter it produces unemployment 
in industry, and the equivalent in ag- 
riculture, namely, less-than-cost-of- 
production farming. The two factors 
largely responsible for our inability to 
see clearly the way out, and for lead- 
ing us continually in the wrong direc- 
tion, are fictitious farm and factory 
surpluses, and our system of credit fin- 
ance. 

A cursory glance at agriculture or 
industry alone gives a picture of ap- 
parent over-production, In proportion 
to capacity to produce, the markets 
have shrunk. But diminishing markets 
may be caused by either inability or 
unwillingness of consumers to buy. 
There are millions of people who want 
and need the produce of the farm and 
factory but who have not the financial 
means. Both agriculture and industry 
have large stocks of goods which can- 
not be sold at a profit, These goods 
are labeled “surpluses,” but there is a 
vast difference between goods that 
cannot be consumed, and goods which 
consumers want but cannot buy., The 
markets have shrunk from lack of pur- 
chasing power, not from satiation, 

The tragedy of want in the midst of 
plenty cannot be improved by limiting 
or destroying production. If the con- 
sumer cannot buy milk, butter, meat, 
and other farm products in adequate 
quantities at present prices, he can on- 
ly buy less if the price in increased. 
Since 1919 the world’s total consump- 
tion, compared with the capacity to 
produce, has continually decreased. 
The farmer and manufacturer met the 
situation by attempting to manyfac- 
ture more goods in the hope that the 
increased sales at the lower price 
would maintain his income. The re- 
sult is an increase in the capacity to 
produce, more unemployment, and di- 
minishing ability to buy.

hausted. Then some sort of drastic 
change takes place in the political and 
economic life of the nation. 

There is nothing basically wrong 
with machine production. It has here- 
tofore provided us with the highest 
standard of living the world has yet 
We still have fertile soil, ef- 
ficient machinery, skilled farmers and 
industrial workers, competent adminis 
trative and technical skill, and an 
abundance of raw materials and nat- 


known. 


ural resources, Nor have we begun to 
supply the people with a standard of 
living in keeping with our actual and 
potential wealth. Our problem does 
not arrive out of production. The 
sooner we stop wasting time and en- 
ergy there, the sooner we shall get to 
our real difficulty—distribution. 

The moment, however, one touches 
the problem of distribution, one runs 
head-on into the mechanics of ex- 
change. Those who propose concrete 
methods for raising consumption are 
almost invariably confronted with the 
question: “Where is the money coming 
from ” The western world does busi- 
ness largely with credit, instead of 
with cash. Either cash or credit are 
methods for exchanging goods and ser 
vices. The all-important end is the 
exchange, and not the particular med- 
ium by which it is accomplished.
